For many yenrs the columns of the local press 
were from time to time occupied by energetic 
protests against what wa: justly believed to be 
the misappropriation of the tonnage dues. Each 
accident happening to vessel entering or 
leaving an open port on the Chinese coast 
furnished the text of a diatribe wherein the go- 
vernment was accused of wilfl dishonesty, and 
the foreign officils employed by the Customs 
were laden with ill-disguised abuse, levelled 
at their supineness and carelessness of the trad- 
ing interestsentrustedto them, ‘That we ourselves 
wore impressed by the justice of such complaints 
may be inferred from our having on more than 
one occasion openedonr columns to them, and we 
have in no wise changed the attitude which we 
assumed with respect to what we still consider 
“the misappropriation of the tonnage dues.” But 
although an action may in itself be indefensible, 
cases constantly occur in which it is excusable, 
and Mr, Hart has in his recent memorandum 
arrayed a number of exenses which we do 
not deny possess considerable weight. The 
occupation of a large portion of the empire 
by the Taipings involved a corresponding defi- 
cit in the Imperial treasury, which has not heen 
supplied to the present day. Vast regions still 
remain uncultivated and almost depopulated, 
utterly unproductive as regards government 
taxation. le by side with the diminished in- 














come came a vastly increased expenditure, which 
7 





was hardly made up for by the extraordina 
imposts levied on public corporations and pi 
vate individuals, A very large part of this ex- 
penditure went into foreign pockets, although 
lonbtless many enormous fortunes were made 
by the mandarins who had the administration 
of the war affairs. It is not : “7 for us to 
ter into the particulars of the trauds practised 
some unprincipled foreigners ; it is sufficient 
© remind our readers of the rates at which 
sins, muskets, shot, shell, iron é&e., were sold, 
ot only to the Imperialists but «lso to the re- 
els. Even foreign governments took care to 
ield themselves from loss when permitting the 
ative authorities to take over military stores 
safavour. ‘The suppression of piravy involv- 
d the vast and unproductive outlay upon 
he Lay-Osborn fleet, and at the same time 
he payment of the indemnities was en- 
‘eed, or rather no attempt was made to 
vade it. Such are the excuses which Mr. 
Tart brings forward under tie head of “ tem- 
jorary pressure.” It is no answer to say that 
Il these Jiabilitics were justly incurred, and 
hat therefore they did not affect the al-stract 
westion of riglit to a proper appropriation of 
he tonnaze dues. But there are limits even 
o the enforcement of an acknowledyed right, 
mits not Iaid down in accordance with any 













































ity. Now, however, that these incubi are re- 
moved, the governinent, in ready to-acknowledge 
its engagements, and to devote the proceeds of 
the tonnage dues to their proper objects The 
dangers of the China coast are not many, but thos 
that do exist are serious. We therefore 
to claim security as well ax convenience, al- 
though Mr. Hart would secm to look on the 
lighting and buoying of the coast asa Juxury 
rather than a necessity. In the case of Shang- 
hai it cannot be denied that with properattention 
to the and the chart in daylight and clear 
weather there ought to be no difficulty in mak- 
ing the mouth of the Yangtsze. But with 
ke attention paid to the helm and 
tothelead and to the chart, a vessel may 
be forced to keep on and ofthe land during the 
night after one day or more of weather in which 
observations are impossible. Ifa tug boat be 
sined ora pilotcome on board, well and good ; 
but even the most skilled of Shanghai pilots 
would not desire to bring a large vessel up to 
either entrance of the Yangtsze trusting to the 
lead and local knowledge only. We have not 
to guard against favourable circumstances, but 
against unfavourable, and the navigation of the 
avenue to and from the most important foreign 
mart in China should be freed from all the ele- 
ments of danger against which science provides 
remedies, 

The details of Mr. Hart's scheme which has 
taken form in the “ Marine Department,” are 
already well known, What hag been done and 
isin contempiation have alike heen made pub- 
lic, and if no other steps could be chronicled 
save those of organizing an eflicient staff, and 
settling its plan of operations we shouldhave no 
right to grumble. We have felt injured by the 
previous apparent apathy of the Chinese, but 
we now have it from the highest authority, that 
the government will for the future do its share 
of the work faithfully and well. Its part is to 
provide funds, leaving to those qualified to judge 
the selection of first class men for the purposes 
required. On the other hand the treaty powers, 
through their representatives, will no doubt ful- 
fil their part of the tacit compact. They will 
prevent any acts on the part of foreigners, 
whether borlics corporate or individuals, which 
may by the agents of the Chinese Gov.rnment 
be pronouticed hurtful to the genera! interests, 
and, in general terms, they will support those 
agents in the di-charge of their duties. We are 
glad to notice that Mr, Hart has decided not 
to ride the Cosmopolitan hobvy to death. He 
announces his intention of selecting men with- 
out respect to their nationality provided individ- 
ual fitness can be secured ; not running at exact 
proportion, or attempting to provide a represen- 
tative of each treaty power at each port.

Compared with the state of Shanghai, Hong- 
kong then offers a curious contrast. While 
“Municipal institutions have made Great Britain 
what it is, it seems strange that the one spot 
in China which acknowledges British law, should 
be also that where the British subjects has least 
liberty ot action. We must acknowledge we 
do not see any particular reason for this. When 
Hongkong was first ceded to the British Crown 
the experiment of Municipal Government had 
not been tried in the East; but now that the 
lapse of twenty four years has proved it not 
only practical, but that the action of Municipal 
institutions has really evolved out of a chaos, 
far worse thin Hongkong ever was, the existing 
Council at Shanghai, with what we may call its 
annual parliaments; we do not think there 
need be any fear of local aud Imperial interests 
clashing in the Colony. It may be the case 
that the very absence of central power, and the 
want of any sharply drawn Jimit has forced the 
Council here to adapt itself to the circumstances 
of the case. Like the British constitution 
itself it is a compromise, now advancing a step 
and anon yielding when pressure from without 
is put upon it. It can at all events he said of 
it that it has been a powerful engine for the 
preservation of order ; that, composed as it is of 
men of different nationalities, it has never lent 
itself to political squabbles; that its authority, 
existing as it does mainly by prescription is 
willingly submitted to by the residents ;‘and 
that in fine it has ever been found by the"6fficials 
a valuable aid in the due preservation of law 
and order. It may be true that we are not 
placed in the midst of so many dangerous ele- 
ments as are the Colonists at Hongkong, but it 
must be remembered that when some five years 
ago ruffianism Jad attained a bead scarcely un- 
derstood out of Shanghai the Municipal Council 
showed itself equal to the occasion. Since then 
the police force has distinguished itself not more 
in the preservation of order, than in the celerity 
and certainty which in all cases of importance 
the culprits have been traced out.

1.00, sworn :—L ama head coolic on board the 
Emily Jane, Captain Deslandes himself engaged me, 
my work is generally to look after everything on 
board the ship. Thero are eight other coolies besides 
myself. Ihave been in the defendant's employment 
since the 19th November. I was engaged at $21 a 
month, 1 had to engage the coolies at $15 a month, 
There were none on board when L went to work. I 
remained in the defendant's employ until the 12th 
January. Left because Leould not get my full wages, 
L first asked for them in December and was told I 
should get them in January. [ received altogether 
$180 and 44 cents, 1 gave the eight coolies $10 each 
and kept the $100 and 44 cents for myself. I provi- 
ded the coolies with food accurding to an agreement, 
between them and myself, The defendant knew of 
agrecinent. Iwas to keep $5 out of each of 
their wages for supporting them, my own - share 
amounted for wages to $37. The men owed me about 
$71 for “ chow-chow.” 1 applied first on the 10th 
December for money, though the month was not up, 
as I wanted to get rice. ‘The defendant offered mo 
on the 10th January $101, which I refused to take ; 
two days aiter he offered the $180 which I took. 
No one was present when he engaged me. 

To deferstant :—Mr. Bhencke w38 not present when 
you told me to engage the coolies. ‘The coolies’ wages 
were not to be $10. 

KE. J. Desuaspes, sworn :—I engaged the plaintiff 
about the 17th November at $21 per month.

The Committee are glad to be able to annonnee that 
Divine Service has been conducted regularly during 
the year. ‘The Rev. V. C. Hart and the Rev. E. 3. 
Todi, of the Methodist Episcopal Church Mission of 
America, were kind enough to conduct the services dur- 
ing the early part of the year ; on the 29th March the 
Rey. E, Atkinson of the Church of England Mi: 
ary Society arrived bere as temporary Chaplain, and 
has since then continued to act as Chaplain to the 
community. : 

On the Sth May the Committee received a letter 
signed by almost every member of the community 
requesting that steps be taken to secure Mr. Atkin- 
son's services as Chaplain, and to procure for him the 
appointment of Consular Chaplain, 

‘A circular was issued on the Sth Mag, and subserip- 
tions for the ensuing year were put down to amount of 
Tis. 1,150 for the support of Mr. Atkinson. 

On the 2nd June, a public mecting was held at 
A. B. M.’s Consulate, at which formal resolutions were 
pee requesting H. B. M.’s Government to appoint 
Mr. Atkinson as Cousular Chaplain, and to contribute 
towards the support of the church establishment a 
sum not exceeding the amount raised by British 
subjects. It is understood that this application has 
been favorably received, and the Committee are in ex- 
Portation of hearing shortly that Mr. Atkinson has 

a duly appointed Consular Chaplain. 

The Rev. Daniel Perkis resigned his appointment as 
Consular Chaplain at this port on 1Sth March. 

On the 20th March, the Lord Bishop of Victoria, 
then on a visit to this port, dedicated the churchyard 
for the purposes of Christian burial, a step that was 
miuch needed, as the Cemetery is distant a mile and a 
half from the settlement, and very inconveniently 
situated. Que interment has taken place and a fee of 
‘Tis. 50 thereon, has been carried to a special account. 

The Bell promised by Mr. Rainbow of Hankow, has 
not been heard of since last report ; Messrs, Russell 
& Co. have however very kindly presented a very suit- 
able bell which is now used at the church.

By the Erl King, which arrived no the 20th inst. we 
have the following later Telegrams, brought on to Hong- 
kong by the Clan Alpine. 

Grear Brrrars.—Dec. 10th.—The following addi- 
tions have been made to the ministerial list :—Tho 
Hon. Edward Cardwell to be Secretary of State for 
War, and Messrs Glyn and Ayrton to be joint Un- 
der Secretaries. Mr. James Stausfeld to be Third 
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Lard of th Teeasary. Mr, Grant Daf in to bo Car 
der Secretary of State for India Myr. Knatehtmll 
Mugensen is to be Guder Secretary of State for the 
Home Departinent. The {tight Hon. Williatn Monasit 
into he Under Secretary of State for the Colonies. 
Parliament wax opened yesterday. The Right Hon. 
John Evelyn Denison han been re-vlected speaker, 
Dec. Hth.—The Morning Post says Sir Rutherford 
Alcock, st Peking, has informed Prince Kung that 
the missionary difficulty is in the hands of Admiral 
Keppel. Earl Spencer isto be the new Viceroy of Ire- 
land. Lord Dulferin has been appointed Chancellor 
of the Dachy of Lancaster. The following farther 
appointments have been made in the New Ministry: 
—Mr. Forster to be Secretary for Education, Mr. 
Otway to be Under Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs. Lord Northbrook to be Under Secretary of 
State for War. Mr. Shaw Lefevre to he Under Secret- 
ry of Béard of Trade. Mr. Arthur Wellesley Peel to 
be Under Secretary of the Poor Law Board. Sir Col- 
man O'Loghlen to be Judge-Advocate, Lord Hay, 
Marshall (?) ‘The death of Ross is announced. Lord 
Stanley has written to Mr, Rassam announcing a grant 
from Government of £5,000 for himself, and £2,000 
each for Dr. Blank and Lieutenant Prideaux, as com- 
pensation for their sufferings during their captivity 
in Abssinia, Dec. 15th,—The Queen's speech was 
read to-day. It merely announced the vacancies 
which had occnrred in consequence of the change of 
Ministry ; and stated that after the re-elections and 
recess, business would be proceeded with. H. R. H. 
‘The Duke of Cambridge has appointed a Committee to 
enquire into the employment of the Field Artillery 
in India, Baxter Secretary admiralty, resolution 
against repudiation any share (?) 18th Dec.—The 
House of ommons has adjourned till the 19th Febru- 
ary ; and the House of Lords till the 11th February, 
Captain Vivian, Lord of the Treasury, hasbeeu charged 
with the supervision of the military expedition (? 
expenditure). The death of General Spinay (? Swiney) 
is announced. London, Dec. 16th (Ajternoon)—The 
Directors of the Chartered Mercantile Bank have 
declared a dividend of three per cent for half year. 
Bombay, 19th Dec.—Colonel Thesiger hao been ap- 
pointed Adjutant General to the Indian Army. At 
the Wigan Colliery explosion 57 persons were killed 
and 10 injured. 

‘The Costixest.—Deec. 10th The latest telegraphii 
advices received from Spain state that an armistice 
of forty-eight hours has been granted to the Repub- 
licans at Cadiz'to allow them to bary their dead. 
‘The Insurgents wish to capitulate. Sever hnadred 
pilots (2) are armed, and the Spanish fleet is before 
the town. Another great eruption.of Mount Etna 
has taken place. Lith Dec.—The additional mail of 
the Messageries Imperiales to be despatched to Chi- 
na every twenty-eight days will commence from 
24th January. Portugal is arming fort at the entrance 
to Ovignuse (%) expecting Spanish Republic. The 
armistice granted to the Republican insurgents at 
Cadiz has been prolonged. Tf the negotiations at 
present carried on fail, the Government have resolved 
to vigorously suppress the insurrectionary movement. 
Dec. 14th (3forning ).—‘The latest telegraphic advices 
received from Spain state that the insurgents at Ca- 
diz have surrendered to the troops. The Govern- 
ment of Greece has rejected the ultimatum of Tur- 
key regarding the island of Crete. The Government 
has sent a frigate to Constantinople for the purpose 
of bringing back the Greek Minister. The Turkish 
Minister has withdrawn from Athens. 17th Dec. 
—Tho latest telegraphic advices received from Con- 
atentinople state that some Turkish Iron-clads have 
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left for Greece. The French Chamber meot on tho 
Ath January. Telegraphic advices received from New 
York, dated yesterday, state that the Senate has 
refured to read President Johnson's Message, 

Amrrica.—lth & 12th Dec.—Telegraphic ‘advices 
from New York dated yestenlay, stated that Con- 
gress had commenced its sittings. The President's 
message was delivered on Tuesday. The President 
vindicates his reconstructlon policy ; and advocates 
carly specie payments, a construction of paper cur- 
reney and reduced expenditure. The message also 
Proposes that those portions of the protocol refer- 
Ting to the Alabama clalus be disapproved and re- 
turned to England. The offer [hy America] of medi- 
ation between Brazil and Paraguay bas been declined. 
Congress [? has passed a] resolution asking for the 
recall of Mr. Reverdy Johnson. London, 12th Dee. (2) 
—Fresident Johnson, in his Message to Congress, 
urges abrobation and reconstruction of law, (sic), 
and favours an early return to specie payments... The 
receipts for next year he estimates at 341,000,000 
dollars, and the expenditure at 336,000,000 dollars. 
He states that the foreign relations of America are 
generally satisfactory. and he hopes to submit to 
the Senate, during the present session, protocols 
calculated to settle the questions of the Alabama 
claims and the rights of naturalised subjects. Pre- 
sident Johnson thinks that before long the Sandwich 
Islands will voluntarly enter into union with Ame- 
rica. The policy of America in Japan, he-says, must 
be strict neutrality, sustained by England and France 
In conclusion, be recommends that the election of 
the President and Senators should be direct. 

Inlocal news we have no event of importance to chro- 
nicle. The fleet of tea clippers now in our waters have 
been increased since our last by the arrival of the Serica 
and Lahloo at Shanghai, and the Sir Lancelot at Hong- 
kong. The steamer Diomed had also arrived at Shang- 
hai. The :gapore ,Times states that the steamer 
Niger, belonging to the rival Company, the Diamond 
line, has made her appearance. She left London on 
the 28th September, but was compelled to put into 
Batavia, owing to having lost her screw. She was tow- 
ed up to Singapore from the latter port, by the Dutch 
steamer Koningin Sophia, 

Piracy seems still to be rampant on the coast of 
Fubkien and Kwangtung. We Jearn that within the 
last few months the crews of several junks attacked in 
those waters have been forwarded by the local author- 
ities to Shanghai. 

The Shanghai Recorder mentions the following ex- 
traondinary circumstance, which we are given to under- 
stand is quite true, the object is said to he to ascertain 
which of the clerks arelikely to be of most use in the 
Service, ‘‘It seems we are never to come to the end 
of Mr. Robert Uart’s transmutations. The last we 
have heard of this gentleman is that he has ordered a 
medical inspection of the second and third class clerks 
belonging to the Customs, Whether this is for the 
private delectation of Mr. Hart or to assist the medical 
studies of the Tung Wen Kwan we have not been in- 
formed, We have before known of the espionage to 
which Customs’ employés are subjected, but we have 
never under the most arbitrary governments heard of 
‘such an interference with the privacy of those whose 
position is held to be that of gentlemen.” 

‘The three men, whose arrival from England, under 
‘engagement to serve as river police, we mentioned in a 
former number, are temporarily eerving under Mr. Pen- 
fold, to get initiated into their new duties. Others are 
expected, when a River Police will be organised in con- 
nexion with the Customs.

The local papers have beon discussing the question, 
of opening new ports aud concur in ‘the opinion that 
the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce would do well to 
send delegates to obtain information regarding the ports 
which it would be most,desirable to open. ‘The Recorder 
says — 

“ But if, on the contrary, the Minister needs to be, 
and desires to be, guided ; if he confesses, as he does, 
that up to the present ucither the Consuls nor the mer- 
chants have given him any aid worth mentioning, the 
duty of the Chamber is clear. ‘There is no hurry ne- 
cessary. In the decision of a question so momentous, 
and in which ignorance or haste might prove 0 dis- 
astrous, it would be far better to submit to the com- 
paratively sinall expense involved in sending qualified 
euquirers to the ports specified, who should collect that 
information upon which alone the Chamber can make 
intelligent recommendations to the Minister. We con 
fess to a distrust of official aid and intervention in such 
acase, ‘Che Minister may consider it his duty to des- 
patch Mr, Swinhoe or some other special commissioner 
to verify results arrived at by the Chamber, but we 
doubt that any advautage would be gaiued by the 
Chamber's waiting for an official report, or at auy rate, 
any advantage which would counterbalance the delay 
involved. In a word, the gain, if gain there is to be, 
is to be realized by the mercantile community, and 
therefore what it wants done to secure that gain it 
should do itself.”

“On the morning of 22nd Nov. the river was full of 
.o, thermometer having fallen during the night to 8° 
‘ahrenheit, and it was dangerous to put off ina boat. 
‘et 1 am happy to say, a pilot (Mr. Halliday) willing 
rboarded the Bertha, which had just parted from 
er second anchor. It is pleasant to he able to say 
omething in favour of a body of men who, some time 
go, were unjustly stigmatised in the Friend of China 
8 disreputable characters. On 23rd Nov. tho late 
Sritish Consul was buried, Tho funeral was attended 
yy the Taontai and the whole community ; but, 
trange to say, no scrvice was read, although we have 
divine Service at the Consulate every Sunday,—thanks 
© the attention of the gentleman now in charge. On 
ird instant, a steamer like the Miaca crossed the bar 
snd came to within a few miles of the settlement ; but, 

presume, the ice was too much for her, as she re- 
raced her course the next day without communicating 
vith the shore. We have had several falls of snow, 
out generally fine bright weather. ‘The coldest night 
was 25th Nov. 5° Fahrt., wo way expect 10° colder 
aext month, ‘There is no business doing at present, 
axcept in opinm, which sells (Malwa) at Tis. 530 per 
shest. The rich natives have retired to their country 
seats ; for, of course, they in this, as in all else, re- 
verso our own notion—that the country is best in sum- 
mer, In this, however, they show some senso, as the 
weather is much warmer betwecn the hills than on 
this bleak open plain ; besides which, they go to buy 
Peas for next season. I fancy Pulse and Beancake 
must be much cheaper in the Spring, unless a better 
demand arises in the South, whence we hear of several 
failures amongst Beaneakes Importers.” 

Foocuow.—The Recorder mention that another dis- 
turbance has broken out ata missionary station near 
Foochow, Ii seems that some missionaries settled a 
short time ago on Walga [sland, a small fishing vil- 
lage situated at the month of the River Min, much 
against the wish of the inhabitants, expecially the 
mandarins, who are said tohave placed every obstaclein 
their way, and urged the people on to annoy them in 
every possible manner. The annoyance at last becom- 
ing so great the missionaries applied to the authorities 
at Foochow requesting that soracthing might be done 
to stop it, H.B.M.’sGunboat Janus, was dispatched to 
endeavour to queil it. The Chinese had also sent 
down a gunboat to look after their own interests, and 
they were both lying at anchor off the Island when 
the Miaca passed. 

‘The American Ship Surprise, which was reported in 
our last issue as being badly on shore on the South 
Bank, outside Foochow, we are glad to hear was, 
after discharging, safely moved off the Bank by the 
Dowytas and towed to Foochow by Hl. B. M.’s Dwarf. 
She has sustained but Jittlo injaty, with the exception 
of her masts, and did not leak so badly as was expect- 
ba ‘ 

The China Mail learns that three gentlemen have 
visited Toaka, about 50 miles aboveSwatow,and thence 
went to Keetyang, where for some hours they walked 
about unarmed without molestation. Qn auother ocea- 
sion they visited Chew yang, where the people were 
also polite, Messrs. Alabaster, H. M. Consul, aud 
chardson, visited Chao chow foo, and were treated 
with civility. Messrs. Wingate (U. S. Consul) Ash- 
more and Gauld, misisionaries, are now on a tour to 
Kea-yingchow about 50 miles beyond Chao chow foo, 
and they give favourzble reports of the disposition of 
the populace ; they have already been away 14 days. 
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It would soem from theno accemnts that itisenly in the 
immediate neighhourhionl of Swatow that any un- 
favourable disposition ty foreigners ix manifeatel, 

Nasasaxt,—The following items are given by the 

Recorder's currexpandent. 
“Thore is nothing of much interest to eommunicate 
hy this opportunity. Tho trial of the seven natives 
implicated in the marder of the two men of H.B.M.S, 
Jearus in 1867 in concluded, bat no one yet knows 
what the Jaupanese authorities are going to do with 
them. [t was one man who committed the cowardly 
deed and he has long ago committed Aara-kirs, so I 
don't think the Government can now demand that 
these seven men be executed, as they had nothing to 
do with the murder ; they were all in company, when 
one of the party drew his sword and cut the two an- 
fortunately drunken mea who were lying in the street. 
‘The British Government should now demand a heavy 
indemnity from the Prince of Tezkuzen, to whom all 
the blame is to be attached. 

“Wo have now no English man of war in our harbour 
except the little gunboat Firm, and she leaves for your 
port this evening. It is very much to be regretted 
that Sir Harry Keppel should neglect this place so 
much. The Rodney was ordered here long ago, bat 
no one knows the reason she lies at Woosung doing 
nothing. Perhaps Captain Heanage does not approve of 
the placards which were posted here about some one 
shooting hen pheasants in the month of June. 

“An Amateur Drammatic Club has been started and 
have been rehearing two pieces. 

“ We have had several fires lately, but not of much 
account ; those in the native city are attributed to 
incendiaries. 

HLN.M. str. Curacao left here this morning for 
Batavia and H.N. M. str. Marnix arrived on Tues- 
day from Holland to relieve her. 

Yororawa.—On Monday, the [4thinst.,andiencewas 
given to theirExcellencies the Freuch, Dutch and Italian 
Ministers, and on Tuesday, the Sth inst., the eamo 
honour was accorded to the American, North German 
and English representatives. They were all attendéd 
by such of their countrymen as they thought proper to 
introduce ; and were attended from their legation re- 
sideuces by a body of Japanese troops in addition to 
those they had from their own national ships. ‘The 
processions of the French and English Ministers were 
really very striking, and the latter introduced collective 
ly, not one by one, besides Messrs. Gower, Fletcher 











| and Willis, of the Consular body, and also a number of 


British officers. 

On the 9th inst., at 3 pm. a review of H.M, Ist 
Batt. 10th Regiment took place on che swamp, before 
HE. Sir Harry Parkes, K. C. I, the Prince of Awa, 
Shijio Kuji and three kages. Lady Parkes, Mrs. Nor- 
man, and a great number of the foreign residents of 
Yokohama, as well as Japanese, were present. Colo- 
nel Norman was in comand, and the men were put 
though a variety of evolutions, which they executed 
in their usual splendid style. ‘Twenty five rounds of 
blank cartridge had been served out, and all were ve- 
ry much pleased, and not a little astonished, at the 
rapid fire kept up with the Snider rifle. 

‘The Prince of Awa is now the only prominent dai- 
mio left in Yedo ; all others having gone home, 

‘Tho following decision in the cases of Kingion.v 
Wilkin and Robson has been given ‘The Court Jecrees, 
therefore, that defendants bear three fourths of the 
loss of the transaction, and plaintiff one fourth,—as 
being the most equitable mode of adjustment under 
all the circumstances of so complicated a case. Costs 
of Court to be borne in the same proportion.” The 
defendants have given notice of appeal. 
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Haxovav1.—The Satellite from Yokohama arrived 
here on the 17th inst., at 6 p.m, and being mistaken 
fora Frenchship was saluted with 21 guns by the Com- 
mandant here (Japanese). 

On the Gth a battle was fought at Ono, 12 miles 
istant, between 600 Southerners and 900 Northerners, 
resulting in the total route of the Southern forces, 
who fled to Hakodate in great confusion. 

Qn the evening of the Sth all Southern troops were 
embarked on board the Kanga no Kami and Taipanyo, 
and together with all government oflicials here left for 
Awocori bay and landed there reached 25 miles to the 
interior of Chugaro territory where they still remain, 
very much scared. On the morning of the 9th the 
Northern or Tokugawa troops together with tho fleet 
took quiet possession of Hakodate, and after organizing 
a temporary Government, left in Moree for Matsmai, 
Janided on Fuku Sima, and engaged the Matsmai troops. 
Yesterday a report reached us from there, that Matsmai 
had been burnt (the city), the troops whipped, and in 
full flight for Akita on junks seized for the occasion, 
The “Eagle,” (“Tokugawa ”) returned from Matsmai 
this a.m., and confirmed the report ; so that now, the 
‘Tycoonates consider the island of Yesso as theirs by 
conquest, and evidently intend te hold it. The place 
is quiet, and no disturbances have occurred or are au- 
ticipated. The ground though frozen is quite free from 
snow. 

The Venus anchored with the Satellite and the 
Argus this morning. The Kayo, Eagle, Ashuelut, 
(captured,) and a three masted schooner now compese 
the Tokugawa flect in this harbour, others are on duty 
elsewhere, 





























TH. EW ROUTE TO CHINA. 


The following letter, dated Milan, November 2, ap- 
pears in the London Morning Herald :— 

Sut, have just seen your article on the propesed 
land communication between India and China copied 
into Galignani. 1 think it right to raw your atten- 
on to what appears to Le a misapprehension in your 
view of a route through Assam and the Brahmapootra 
Valley. You doubt its suitableness for the trade from 
the Hay of Bengal, and give the preference to that 
throngh Burmah. ‘Permit me to poirit out that there 
is already regular steam communication from the Bay 
of Bengal to Dibroogurh, uear the head of the Assam 
Valley and therefore to within 500 miles of Pingshaw, 
the point reached by Captain Blakiston on the Yang: 
tse-Kiang ; and that if this 500 miles-(300 of which are 
known) should be found practicable for a road or railroad 
the terminus on the China side would be in the midst 
of the rich and populous province of Se-chuen, and on 
the great artery of Chinese commerce, the Yang-tse- 
Kiang. Ihave myself gone to Suddyab, 50 miles to 
the cast of Dibroogurh. having m tow a large barge, 
on which we there loaded some 200 tons of limestane 
for the use of the department of public works in Assam, 
and returned safely. 

On the other hand, the route through Burmah can 
only, 1 suppose, be considered available for steamers 
as far as Ava, which hy-the way appears to be nearly 
as far from Yunan as Suddyah in from Se-chuen. So 
far there may appear to be little to choose between the 
routes, Herein lies the difference : the Burmah route 
culminates in a mountainous and thinly-populated pro- 
vince, and far from any system of water communication. 

Without reference whatever to the interests of the 
tea planters of Assam—who, by-the-bye, could no more 
afford to employ Chinese labourers than the West i 
dian planters could afford to employ Europeans—it 
would be a great mistake if the Brahmapootra route to 
the Yang-tse-Kiang should not be examined before any 
more southern line of communication be adopted.—I

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sorts is within 5,000 chests. 

Green : have continued in good enquiry throughout 
the week, but the market closes very dull, and no great 
business will now be done until after China New Year, 
the greater portion of our stock being held under for- 
eign advances, Prices show no change, nor do they 
seem likely to fall until the pressure to sell on the ap- 
proach of the new season becomes universal, which it 
will do, provided luyers are content to leave the 
market at rest for ashert interval meanwhile. 

Settlements amount in all to about 15,000 packages, 
chiefly very common, (though styled, medium) Mo- 
yunes at 34 to 38 taels, proportion price being line for 
line fully as dear as the opening chops.
